1. An interim report on the subject, prepared by the Coordination 
Staff pursuant to reference (b), is submitted for consideration by USIB 
of the recommendations contained in paragraph 5 of General Balmer's 
memorandum for the Chairman, USIB, in Tab A hereto.

paragraph 5, a. , without awaiting completion of the general revision of 
the program as envisioned in paragraph 5.b.
